SPECULATION ABOUT 1956 
A fair number of columnlflts and otherB al- 
ready are "retiring" President Elsenhower at 
the end of hl3 rirst term. With the Prealdent 
Just nine months Into hla Job, their con- 
Elufilona are a trifle premature. 

The reports about Mr. Elsenhower's alleged 
attitude are many and varied. Some say he 
made up his mind before he ever got Into 
presidential politics, that ho would serve only 
f four years. Others say this conviction has de- 
■ veloped since he entered the White House. 

He Ifi said to have no liking, for the Job. 
. and to wish to escape at the earliest chance. 
1 He Is said to be annoyed by criticism, and to 
~ find the hard fighting with members of con- 
. gress distasteful. There Is even one account 
which Bays he shows fatigue easily and be- 
. comes Irritated with his stair ', 

Even If we assume that most of these 
things are true, which could well be aa un- 
warranted assumption, there is no reason to 
" take those comments too seriously now. 
In the first place, a Job of the present 
dimensions and nature as the picsldenoy Is 
unlikely to appeal to any mortal man as IdeaL 
It' Is an endless Bucccsslon of headaches. 
Crisis Is the dally diet. 

Such an operation, when first encountered, 
would almost surely have something of a 
shock :ef feet on a man Uke Mr. Elsenhower. 
He Is a gentle, sensttlve person, and at the 
same time Is accustomed to the neatness and 
order of the military world. Yet the presi- 
dency defies heat bounds, a&d It la rough on 

"human sensfbllltleB.. - - 

This all adds up to a way of saying It Is 
too early to. speak bo positively about what 
Mr. Elsenhower will, do In 1QS6. In 1045 and 
11146, former President l^man was saying so 
often that he didn't want the Job that his 
Irlends had to tell him to keep quiet about It. 
By 1048, he was lighting to fun again. 
Jbait^yghlteJlousB-d ecIatatlon s and first Job^ 
!nctions~in'frH6 sure tost ijr'fatunrpfesl-- 
dcntlal behavior. Hot only do men's attitudes 
change, but they cannot possibly, foresee all 
the circumstances which will enter Into the 
decision when-thoy finally must determine 
whether or not to run again. 
They may honestly believe three years be. 
- f£tre the event that they can stand firm 
against any-and all pressures to seek another 
term. But when the time comes, pressure may 
not even-be need ed. They may want more,

BIG FOUR CONFERENCE 
With great advance fanfare, a Big Three 
meeting was slated lost summer fot Bermuda. 
It had to be postponed first because the 
French -had no premier, and then because 
Prime Mlnlster-Churchlll-fell-lll. 

As a gathering of heads of state, It Is not 
how. likely to be reinstated, even though Sir 
Winston appears to have largely recovered! 
But there can bo little doubt that the meet- 
ing of the British. French and American for- 
eign inlhisters In Udhdon. was planned as 
something of a substitute. 
No -provision was made for Sir Winston 
— to-attend-the-conferences-formallyr-but-ho- 
dld confer with Secretary of State Dulles and 
his spirit hung over the affair. And that, In 
this specific Instance, meant concentration 
on the Issue of four-power talks with Russia, 
11 , In. June It was clear Sir Winston and the 
irf French saw the expected Bermuda meeting 
as definitely preliminary to a conference 
with Russia. We regarded the Bermuda con- 
clave as simply a broad opportunity to ex- 
plore many Issues troubling the western na- 
tions. We had no real faith In blg-powcr 
bargaining ac the table. 
. Since then, however, American diplomats 
have swung a little closer to the ChurchlUlan 
attitude. This may have been partly due 'to 
our desire to knock down the argument that 
our pose has been too rigid and too belliger- 
ent. There Is also evidence that we felt In. 
crcaslngly that four-power talks might be 
worth while If only to show Europe the fool- 
hardiness of depending on a magic formula. 

Implicit in this thought was the continuing 
American conviction that four-power talks 
would' not likely go far toward Improving
